"A MATTER OF DAYS." 

C) SUMMING UP, VIOLA SAID THAT BY THE TIME OF THE 
INTER-AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION VISIT HE 
EXPECTED THAT A GREAT DEAL OF PROGRESS WILL HAVE 
BEEN MADE TOWARD CLEARING OUT THE JAILS. WITH 
REGARD TO DISAPPEARANCES HOWEVER HE ADMITTED 
THAT THERE WAS NO WAY OF BRINGING BACK TO LIFE 
ALL THE DEAD. 
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
